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DICKENS' CHILDHOOD.

The School-Boy Dayx of the Most Famous
Nowvelist of the Contary.

Charles Dickens was a very little
and a very siekly boy. but he had al-
ways the belief that this circuomstance
Lad brought to him the Inestimable
advantige of harving greatly inclined
him to reading. When money troubles
came upon his parents, the poor little
fcllow was taken away from school
and kept for some time at an occupation
the most distasteful to him, with every
surronnding that could jar on sensitive
and refined feelings. But the great
hardship, and the one which he felt
most o ‘ely, was the want of the
companionship of boyvs of his own age.
A few years [ater on, we read in “Mr.
Forster's Life” a school-fellow's de-
scription of Charles Dickens:

“A healthy-looking boy, sfall but
woll built, with a more than usual flow
of spirits, inclining to harmless fun,
seldom or wever, I think, to mischief
He usually held his head more erect
than lads ordinarily do, and there was
general smartness about him."”

This is also a very good personal de-
scription of the man. I bave never
heard him refer in any way to his own
childish days, excepting in one in-
stance, when he would tell the story of
how, when he lived at Chatham, he
and his father oftpn passed Gad’s Hill
in their walks, and what an admiration
he had for the brick house, with its
beantiful old cedar trees, and how it
seemed to him to be larger and finer
than any other honse; and how his
father wounld teil him that if he were
to be very persevering, and werse to
work hard, be might perhaps some
day come to live in it

I have heard him tell this story over
and overjagain, when he had become
the possessor of the very place which
had taken such a hold upon his child-
ish affection. Beyond this I can not
recall a single instance of any allusion
being made by him to his own early
childhood. He had a wonderful at-
traction for children, and a quick per-
veption of their character and dispo-
sition; a most winning and easy way
with them, full of fun, but also of a
graver sympathy with their many
small troubles and perplexities, which
miwde them recognize a friend in him
ot onee — Golden Days.

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SMUGGLING AT NIAGARA.
How Amerivan Goods Are Carried Across
the Canadian Uine

Quite a thriving smuggling business
s done by boatmen on the river, and
at least three Fort Erie boatmen make
their living this way. while there are
dozens of others who earry eontrabamd
goods oceasionhlly. Two Fort Erie lish-
srmen, who were drowned last winter,
had their boat loaded with five hun-
dred poumlds of conl, which cansed the
¢raft o capsize on the ice-floe when a
break-up occurred on the lake.

The penalty for smusgling inte
Cannda is heavy, and there ave some
quect. wrinkies in the Jaw. For in-
stance, the informant gets a laroe per
centage of the proceeds of a seizure.
Then, if a person should smuggle a
smail amount of goods while entering
the larger part, the whole is subject Lo
reizure. When Root & Kenting's confi-
dential clork, Erep, embezzled several
thousand dollirs, “e built a fine house
over the river in Fort Evie and furnished
it in excellent style. iHe entered his
household gouods on the free list as
having been uvsed several months, but
afterward smuggled over several lace
window curtains. A Fort Erie woman,
who gotinto Mrs. Erp's confidence, in-
formoed the officers, and every thing in
the house was seized. The informant
got n lm'gﬂ part of the furniture, and
has some of [t now in her house in the
village. The sclzure so broke up Erp
that he returaed to Balfalo and gave up
all he had left on condition that he
would note criminally prosecuted.

A veteran bostman  =aid  to-day:
“Smuggling is going .on nll the time
along the Niagnea river front. It is
mostly from this side into Canada.
Small boats are used, and every even-
ing dozens of parcels ave carriel over.
Fort Erie people got soven-sighths of
their supplies from Buflalo, nnd sevels
eighths of thiz pays no duty. They
bring the goods down te the water
front and leave them with-some bont-
house keeper or friemid and give some
boatman over the viver a tip to ferry
them acrosa They'll do it for twenty-
five cents and deliver the goods afte
dark. The Canadian officers are hon-
est enongh, but they have got too much
to watch and can not coverevery point.

“l ferried over fonr young fellows
one night who each had a new suit of
clothes. People save fifty per cent.,
on some thingd and then they can'i
get what they want over in Cunada.
Poor coffee costs forty conts a pound,
when just as good can be got in Bullalo
for twenty-five cents.  Tea is the same
way. You can not get a decent pair of
shoes in Fort Ervie. Housckeepers go
o the city, order ten or twelve dollars
worth of goods to be delivered ata cer-
tain place nlong the river, and during
the night the goods are transferred
across.—Buffalo Cor. Chicago News.

The new ecanal, which 8 to run
thronrh the pravince of Schleswige
Holsveln, will ba about 66 miles long,
197 feot wide nt the surface of the wa-
tor, BS feet wido at the bottom, and to
bo of an average doep of 38 feet at
mean* high water. The eost of con-
struction is estimated at 156000, 009
marks, or nbout $38.000,000, Prussia
pays about a thinl of the expensa of the
work, the remainder being borne by
the rest of the Empirec. The canal,
therefore, will be broad enough to
readily permit the passing of one ves-
sel by anotber. aid ba deep enongh to
float the lnrgest war vessel yet con-
structed. It Is estimated that the
work will be completed in about suven
vears,  The labor of construction will
ba greatly lessened by the fact that for
a portion of its length the projected
eannl will pass throngh one ennal al-
resdy built.  The Intter will bo simply
widoned and despened.  The whole
work will be under the supervision of
the Government.

During peace the ennal will be open
ts» the ships of all nations. Ie will
shorten the route botween any of the
British, French or American ports amd
any point on the Baltie Sea by about
240 miles, which means a saving of
iime of sbont three days for a salling
vessel, and twenty or twenty-two honrs
for a steamcr.  The expectation is that
be toll which will be exacted of trwd-
ing vessels will pay the exponss of
muintaining the canal, not including
interest on the investmen®. This tax
which will ineclude pllotage, townge,
lighterase and other expenses of that
class, is to be at the rate of abont
cighteen centa a ton.  The entire reve
enue from this souree, it is anticipaled,
will reach a total of about 81,100,000
yéar.  An inducement for nsing this
walerway, aside from the shortening
of the distance between Lhe two oceans
which it will bring about, will be the
sreater Eafely which wll be nssured,
the ron'e around the Donmark capes
throngh the Skager R ¢k and the Sonnd
being more than orlinarily perilous at
ceriain seasons.

Of eousse the primary purpose of the
vanal will be military, not commereial,
Gormany's two grealest naval stations
are Wilhemshaven and Ki-l The for-
mer 15 on the North S:a, and the latter
wm the Bidtiee. The eanal will shorten
the distance between these points
about 425 or 450 milvs. It will render
he voynge betweon them also much
safer than it is at present in case of
war. Under existing conditions na
power like Great Britain or Franee,
‘ither of which is stronger than Ger-
wany on the water, might be able, by
oekading the sonnd between Bweden
and Donmark, to prevent all eo-op-
eration batwesn a Garman flect on the
Baliie Sea a' d another on the North.

Bugzeathve Commenta on the Cause of
Culils and Kindred Allments.

Exvept in wvery eold weather
there should always be twuo open win-
dows in each room, on opposite sidea
S we should follow that sdvice,™ the
horvifiod  reader will excluim, “‘wea
should all catch & fatal cold. Don't
I remember a dozen colds I got by
being exposed to a sudden draught?
Ouly a few nights ago, when I occupled
a seat near the door of a theater, the
dvor was loft open during the intermis-
gion, and the deaught, though pleasant
enongh gave me a bal cold. No, thank
yor. No dranghts for me!"™ This
logic secius good, yel it is otter sophis-
try. As p metaphysician would say,
the dran; ght was only the oceasion, not
the cause, of the cold. The real caune

was the foul, hot air in the theater,
which demoralized your skin and re.
laxed -its blood vessels, so that they
were unable to react suddeniy amd one
dure the healthful, cool air from the
streot. In other words, it was not the

ht that gave you a cold, but the
«n trangition from hot to cold air.
Such a transition always is injuvious to
the skin, whether it be from hot to cold
or from cald to hot nir.  But if you are
not overheated a curvent of eold air is
pever injurious.  As one of the greatest
authoritics on hygicne, Prof. Reclam
remarks: **Draunglits are not injurious
unless we are ina glow. To healthy
persana they can not possibly do so
much harm as the stagnant air ina
close room. The fear of draughts is
entirely groundless, though it affects
most poople iu a manner which issimply
ladierons.” It is high time to acquit
draughts of the charge of being the
cause of our colds and to convict the
true culprii, the injurious hot-house at-
mosphere in our rtooms. Why do peo-
ple on river excursions or on ocean
steamers, where they are exposwl to
terrible dranghts, never “cateh colds?’
Simply because their skins nre not pro-
viously broiled” in hot-houses. — Z%¢

DANGER FROM LIGHTNING.

An Interestiny Mepwret Prepared for the
Germnn Guvernment.

From a rvecent report by Dr Hell-
man on siatisties of lightning damnage
in  Schleswig-Holatein, Buden and
Hesse, it appears that the danger from
lightuing in these parts (unlike the
case of other parts of Germany) has
been deereasing of late years. BSofi-
roofed houses are fired about seven
times oftener than these with hard
roofs. Windmills are stroek 52 times,
and church and cluock towers 89 timea
oftener than ordinary honses with hard
roofs. The marshy regions in Schles-
wig-Holstoin are the most dangerous;
and the land about inlets of the oast
coast the snfest. With like conditions,
the relative danger decreases the
more honses are grouped together,

than in  any part of Germany
(about Heidelberg it Is 24 and in
